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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 24-27 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US application publication 2003/0095609. 

a. Regarding claims 24 and 29, application '609 teaches an ultra-wideband 
receiver (paragraph 105, line 3) comprising the steps of generating a 
template signal (figure 9, element 928), correlating the signal the incoming 
signal with the template signal (element 910), estimating a course timing; 
reference from the correlation results (element 914), updating the template 
signal based on the timing reference (element 928), correlating the signal 
with the updated template signal (element 910) and detecting the signal 
(element 938). 

b. Regarding claim 25, application '609 discloses an incoming signal to be ; 
electromagnetic pulses with duration of 0.5 nanoseconds (paragraph 88" 
last line). 
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c. Regarding claim 26, application '609 discloses many modulation 
techniques for incoming signals, including pulse amplitude modulation 
(paragraph 29, line 13). 

d. Regarding claim 27, application '609 discloses a correlation technique to 
include multiplying the UWB signal and template signal to a produce 
signal (figure 9, element 910), and attenuating a high frequency 
component of the product signal (paragraph 159, lines 1-2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 and 28 are allowed. Prior art failed to show an ultra-wideband 
receiver comprising a single correlator, and an energy estimator in 
communication or coupled with a filter that is in communication or coupled with 
the single correlator.
